The danger lo the ships of our Fleet 
cannot be exaggerated if a sudden war 
broko out, and England had to face a 
Fleet, or pnnaibly omnhined Fleets, of 
foreign iialions, iiinre particularly to the 
French Fleet waa one of those opposed to 
us. Ill some chisaea it is iinite niideni- 
iible that the French have a belter vessel 
ultogetber than the English; in all classes 
they are better gunned, as not only have 
they the enormous advantage of breech- 
loaders, but their giiiia are vastly superior 
to the English in [lenetratioii and rapid- 
ity of lire per weight of gun. When 
comparisniis are made between two guns, 
having nearly llio same calibre and 
weight, these two nualitioa (the rapidity 
of accurate fire and great penetration) 
are tho most essential and important 
prnportios for a gun to puasosa ; while to 
add to these advantages the Froncli have 
inountud in their Fleet betwoon 000 and 
700 llotclikiss niachino-guna, throwing 
1 lb sliolU at the rate of liftoon to twenty 
a niiiiiito. Moat of tho.se guns were 
ninunted in poaitioii in their Fleet before 
tiie English had any sort of machine-gun 
whatever, and some were bought as far 
hack as the year lS7o. The English had 
no machine-gun at all until 1878, 
and have no didl machine-gun at this 
moment. tt is needless to point 
out tlie .supcrinrily that a macliino- 
gun tlirnwnig sheila would have over the 
uiachine gun wdiich only threw bullets, 
excepting in the case of resiaving torpedo- 
boat attack, when ihu buUul-gun is bet- 
ter. The proportion of mauhine.guns 
hulweeii the two fleets in another two 
years may bo about two to one in favor of 
llio French, if the present relative rate of 
progress is kept up, as thoy determined 
two yeara ago to double the complement 
of Hotchkisa sholl-guna to each of their 
aliilis. It may be stated here that in all 
tho French small craft thoy liji^vo two or 
more machine siioll guns, whereas the 
English small craft of last year had no 
uiaghinc^guns of any description whatev-
